WANTS. 

While, therefore, we state what has been ac- 
complished and the means employed, we have 
still to regret that both have been so inadequate 
to the wants. We believe and feel that the mis- 
sionary field is the world—that the portion of that 
field which we are required tu cultivate is chiefly 
the great valley of the Mississippi and the parts 
adjacent. In New York we have a large number 
of missionaries, but vast desolations yet remain. 
New Jersey also, perhaps the best supplied, has 
many and extensive wastes. Pennsylvania has 
41 missionaries, and many more wanted; and 100 
morehurches might be formed were the men to 
be obtained. Delaware, Maryland, &c., the same. 
In Virginia there are 27, but still 500,000 are 
without the gespel. North Carolina—one half 
without the gospel ; and the same in South Caro- 
lina. Georgia and Alabama have lately connect- 
ed themselves with the Board. | 

Our great field is the west—the largest valley 
in the world, and the most important. In it we 
have 100 missionaries, but 300 in addition would 
not be sufficient; while the more we send the 
greater will be the increase of the demand. 

Hundreds of our ministers are but partly given 
to the work. They are devoted to the world and 
to the work of the ministry. Many are doing 
nothing, but they ought to be pressed out into 


‘the field where they are withering to the harvest, 


and for this very purpose our board was instituted 
and for this purpose its operations are carried 
forward. 

The church indeed has resources, but many of 
the ministers of the sanctuary have very scanty 
support and are compelled to resort to uther ineans 
to support themselves and families. But while 
the church has resources we ate not content to be 
put off with their money. We desire their pray- 
ers—the pleadings of God’s own people—the ef- 
fectual, fervent prayers of the righteous. 

Three things may be mentioned that demand 


-more devotion to the cause of Christ from his 


ministers and people. ‘The vast numbers living 
without the gospel demand it. Where are the 
millions in heathen lands that have never heard 
it? where in the wastes of christendom ? and how 
many in our own favoured states ? 

The number that have drank deeply of the pol- 
luted waters of infidelity demand our awakening 
from our slumbers, whether we regard the efforts 
that ought to be made to snatch them from error 


and ruin, or the prevention of its diffusion among 
others. 


The increase of Popery in our land ought to 
It is spreading ignorance, and error, 


means over our land; and our obligations to our 


redeeming God, constrain us to awaken and to 


take no rest until the gospel is preached to every 
people in every land and throughout the world. 
After Dr. McDowell had delivered the report, 
Rev. Sylvester Scovil, of Harrison, O., moved 
the adoption of the following resolution : 


Resolved, That missionary operations, the single ob- 
appuinted 


men—to the destitute, are of paramount importance in 
the grand enterprise of converting the world to God. 

Mr. S. observed that much importance is 
attached to missionary operations. Because 
the example of our Lord Jesus Christ affords us 
a striking and instructive example of one who 
was ion the highest sense of the word a mission- 
ary, the messenger of God to man, and came tu 
our world, as the sent of God to bring the news 


of salvation to fallen man, and in taking the form 


of a servant, for the purpose of performing this 


errand of mercy to a Jost world. 


_ ‘The example of the Apostles is also fitted to 


enlist our views and feelings in favour of mis- 


sionary operations. ‘They encountered every pri- 
vation, endured every hardship, and braved every 


danger to which they were exposed, in the pro- 
claiming the glad news of salvation to the hea- 


then world. 
When they shall follow the example of the 


apostles and prophets, in zeal and diligence, the 


gospel shall cover the earth, and there shall be 
nothing to hurt and destroy. 

The supreme importance of missionary opera- 
tions will farther appear from the sufferings of 
Christ. He knew for what purpose and on what 


errand he came into the world. He knew too 


the price it would cost—the poverty he must en- 
dure—the sufferings awaiting him—and all the 
scenes of sorrow through which he must pass. 
Missions are also important when we consider 
the destitution of the world, without Sabbath pri- 
vileges, without gospel ordinances, instructions, 
or prayers. Had you seen, as I have seen, the 
hardness of heart and recklessness of moral feel- 
ing, you would have practical evidence, that while 
the soil is fertile, vice is much more prolific, and 
brings a fruitful harvest of eternal death. 
The gospel is preached to the poor. This also 
evinces the importance of missions, as well as the 
true spirit of the gospel. The sages did not do 
this—the philosophers did not—but when the 
ower of divine grace is felt by a child of God, 
he sees and feels the cause of missions to be the 
cause of Christ. | 
It is also of importance, as God has distinguish- 
ed it with his blessing, and has owned it by 
crowning with success its efforts. It has been 
my happiness to see some of those blood bought 
souls who have been brought to the foot of the 
cross, by the efforts of missionaries. May God 
grant that we may not only find 30,000 gathered 
into the church, but twice that number—and not 
only so, but many millions. 
Rev. Wm. James, of Albany, N. Y., seconded 
the motion, which was carried. 
The following resolution was offered by £. 4, 
Nesbit, Esq., of Hopewell, S. C. 


Resolved, That the cause of domestic missions, con. 
nected as it is with the supply of our numcrous vacant 
and feeble churches, and our own destitute population 
with a competent ministry ; and connected too, as it ob- 
viously is, with the efficiency of all other operations 
for the spread of the gospel, demands from the churches 
a more united and efficient support, than it has yet re- 
ceived. 


Mr. N. observed he had little to say in support 
of the resolution: it is self-evident. ‘lhe facts 
there stated are sufficient. The destitute are say- 
ing come to our help. The field is broad. Go 
visit our dark allies. Gather in our fishermen. 
Purify those polluted with crime. Look at the 
great valley and the conflicting interests of the 
church and of the world, of the kingdom of God 
and the kingdoms of men. In the south the fields 
are white, and in many places the voice of the 
gospel is not heard. Allow me to mention one 
fact. There are in the city of Charleston 10,000 per- 
sons without the ordinances of the gospel. From 
the Atlantic to the Rocky mountains one feature 
of destitution in a great measure prevails. Let Sab- 
bath schools that have the good of men and glory 


ble societies, let them gather up the dispersed 
and those that are out of the way. Too much 
light only dazzle men so as to prevent distinct 
vision. Unsanctified light does nothing but daz- 
zle, and is therefore not to be trusted. 

The press too, if not sanctified, sends forth 
dark and muddy and bitter waters. This assem- 
bly has always been a Board of Missions. 


They appointed a Board in 1802, again in 1817, 


and again in 1831, and has been growing and in- 
creasing until the present time. 

But have the laity nothing to do? Look at 
the Saviour at twelve years of age. ‘* Wist ye 
not that 1 must be about my Father’s business.” 
How long shall it be before we are convinced of 
our duty? By the example of Paul, of Christ, 
and of Gabriel, let us be excited to fly on er- 
rands of mercy to those who need mercy, and be

Resolved, As we value our free institutions and 
wish them perpetuated—as we desire that Protestant 
Christianity should be preserved in its purity in our 
country—as we would promote the cause of Christian 
education throughout our land, be instrumental in 
a our country, and saving the souls of men, we 
are called upon by all the means in our power to urge 
onward the cause of Home Missions... 


I have often thought, said the Doctor, and the 
longer I live, and the older I grow, the deeper is 
the impression fixed in my mind, that the mis- 
slonary enterprise is the means of grace to those 
who send the gospel, as well as to those to 
whom it is sent. I apprehend that there is a 
ores failure in viewing this subject io its proper 

ight. 
- A secular man who feels not the value of his 
own soul will not feel the importance of the 
gospel to others, but even a natnral man, if he 
would reflect aright, might see his own interest 
in sending abroad the gospel to the world. 
Every man, every citizen, every patriot, and I 
would say every other is deeply interested in 
sending abroad the word of life. 

There are, in this part of the land, congrega- 
tions that feel unable to send the gospel to others, 
or to support it comfortably among themselves. 
To these I would say, if you wish to become 
strong, labour and pray, and give for the salva- 
tion of the world. I would say to every pastor, 
go among your people, and while in the dis- 
charge of other duties, urge them not to neglect 
this. Nay, if your support is scanty, and you 
devise an improvement in this particular, begin 
by using your entire influence and best exertions 
in the awakening of a missionary spirit among 
your people. 1 am now near my last account, 
and I can honestly say, that 1 lament sincerely 
that I have not laboured more, prayed more, and 
given more for the conversion of the world.” 
Hugh Campbell, M.D., of Uniontown, Pa., in 
seconding the resolution offered by Rev. Dr. Mil- 
ler, observed that it needs no Jaboured arguments 
to prove that the first spread of the gospel was 
by means essentially missionary, and that the 
first missions were entirely domestic. The grand 
mission of our Saviour himself was primarily to 
his own people,‘and the first commission of the 
Apostles was to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel, accompanied with a command not to go in 
the way of the Gentiles nor into any city of the 
The commission of the seventy 
Disciples was of a similar character, and it waa 
not until after the crucifixion of our Saviour that 
the command was given to go and preach the 
gospel to al) nations; and even then it was en- 


joined upon them to begin at Jerusalem as a cen- 


tral point from which should radiate those blessed 
truths that were to fill the earth with peace and 
righteousness. It was pecularly proper that it 
should beso. The Jews were his own kindred— 
the chosen of his Father. ‘I'he ties of consan- 
guinity, every consideration of natural affection, 
the peculiar relation in which they stood to God, 
having hitherto enjoyed his special favour, but 
now about to make a voluntary forfeiture of all 
their privileges and blessings to their own des- 
truction. ‘Ihese, as well as their social rela- 
tions, which were to be broken up by their own 
folly and wickedness, all conspired to excite in 
the bosom of the Redeemer and his immediate 
followers, an anxious wish that ¢his should be- 
come the first fruits of all their toile and suffer- 
ings. ‘They laboured therefore for years in the 
domestic field before we hear any intimation that 
Strangers were to participate ir the benefits of 
the gospel. If it had been otherwise, the pagan 
nations around them might insultingly have asked, 
if they had gone to them first, if this religion is the 
only sure means of salvation, why not give it to 
your own kindred first? 
The grand object of the conversion of the 
world would thereby be more speedily and effec- 
tively obtained. ‘There were apparently fewer 
difficulties in the way of converting the Jews 
than the Gentiles, and when they were con- 
verted, men and’ means would be furnished for 
preaching the’ gospel to all nations. The same 
arguments and mode of reasoning are equally 
applicable to ourselves in the present day- Hav- 
ing then this high authority and example in the 
divine author and first propagators of the Chris- 
tian religion, we feel assured that we cannot 
offend any lover of Christ by presenting for your 
ee and support our Board of Mis- 
sions. It is exclusively domestic in its opera- 
tions, and aims only at supplying the destitute of 
our own land with the word of life. It will be 
admitted by all, that the preaching of the gospel 
is the great means in the hands of the Spirit, of 
converting sinners, and that every other benevo- 
lent enterprise is but auxiliary to this, and there- 
fore comparatively of secondary importance— 
and farther, that all others can prosper only in 
proportion as this is effectual in regenerating 
mankind. Philanthropists and patriots may pro- 
pose schemes for the amelioration of the condi- 
tion of mankind, and for a time pursue them 
with laudable zeal and enthusiasm, but unless 
they are based upon the solid foundation of 
Christian principle and maintained by the bene- 
volence of the gospel, they must soon give place 
to new schemes, to triumph fora day and then 
prove equally abortive. It is the object of Do- 
mestic -Missions to implant this Christian prin- 
ciple, oe call into operation the expansive and 
enduring benevolence of the gospel among our- 
selves, and thus give life and vigour to every 
thing else. There are thousands in our own 
land, of our own flesh and blood, who seldom or 
never have the opportunity of hearing the gospel 
preached. Many of our own churches are desti- 
tute of a stated minister, and some without even 
occasional supplies, and before even the wants of 
our own Church could be met, there ought to be 
an immediate addition of ministers to those 
already in the field. 7 

Without a very great increase of piety, pro- 
ducing a spirit of liberality very far exceeding 
any thing that we have yet witnessed, we have 
no reason to hope for the conversion of the thou- 


‘sands of aborigines of the West, or the millions 


of pagans in the East. Viewed then simply in 
relation to Foreign Missions, which have justly 
shared so largely in the affections and bounty of 
the Church, we cannot but consider it as indis- 
pensable to their prosperity and success that 
much more should be done for the cause of Do- 
mestic Missions than we have yet witnessed. 
Domestic Missions are in one word the fountain 
which supplies the streams from which all Fo- 
reign Missions are nourished and sustained. | 
ut Domestic Missions ought to be encouraged 
if it were for no other reason than the restraining 
influence whieh the preaching of the gospel ex- 
erts upon al] sorts and conditions of men. We 
may venture to assert that where there is no 
preaching there is comparatively no‘ moral prin- 
ciples—no check upon the vices and sensual in- 
dulgences of the community. Every portion of 
the land then ought to be furnished with the 
preached word, and it is the object of our Board 
of Missions to sapply every part of the country. 
But while we advocate the value and necessity 
of Domestic Missions generally, there is one 
portion of our country, which fronr its impor- 
tance in every aspect in which it can be viewed, 
claims peculiar consideration and calls for im- 
mediate, active, vigorous, benevolent enterprise 
from every friend of the Redeemer’s kingdom, 
and every lover of the liberties of his country. 
F mean the great Valley of the Mississippi. The 
chapacter of the population of this portion of our 
country, whether you view it in a merely politi- 
cai light, or as it is to be influenced or not By 
religious principles, forms a subject of momen- 
tous interest to the political economist or the 
man of Christian benevolence. With about

In a period of thirty-eight years the population 
of the United States wae found to re se from 
to and in the same period 

he population of the Valley had advanced 
100,000 to 3,300,000. 

The whole population of the United States is” 
now probably little short of seventeen millions, 
and that of the Valley about five millions, being 
already nearly one-third of the whole. 

For a few years past and especially the fast 
year, the increase of nambers from emigration 
has been beyond example and exceeding all cal- 
culation.—From the cheapness of the publié 
lands and the present and greatly increasing fa- 
cilities of communication, there is every reason to 
believe that it will continue for many years to in- 
crease in a greater ratio than it has done. Upon 
the supposition that the whole United States will 
increase in the same ratio for 20 years to come, 
that it has done for 30 or 40 years past, we will 
then have a population of aboot 25 millions. 
And as the increase in the valley is proportional- 
ly much greater than in the Atlantic States, it 
will no doubt be found at that period that more 
than one half of this number will be located in the 
west; giving tune at once to the political and re- 
ligious character of our country. Who is there 
then but must feel a deep and absorbing interest 
in the character of the population? Who that 
feels deeply solicitous that the foundation should 
now be laid for securing the diffusion of sound re- 
ligious principles, commensurate with the wants 
of this rapidly increasing population ? 

It is calculated that in about 170 years the 
number of people in the United States, will 
amount to 1,000 million, and it is also estimated 
that with the present amount of knowledge, our 
continent is capable of sustaining 2,000 million of 
inhabitants in comfortable circumstances, and the 
largest portion of these, three-fourths, according 
to the proportion of Jand, but three-fourths multi- 
plied by four, or a3 twelve to one, according to 
capability of sustenancé will always be found in 
the valley of the Mississippi. — 

Who then that contemplatesthis immense mass 
of human beings, and reflects upon the fact that 
it must be greatly affected by the conduct of the 
present generation, and that here must be the seat 
of power, and of course the controlliog religious 
influence of the whole continent, but must feel 
deeply solicitous that the foundation should now 
be laid for securing the diffusion of sound reli- 
gious principles, commensurate with the wants 
of this rapidly increasing population ? 

Before we can form any proper estimate of the 


amount of men and means adequate to supply 
these wants, we must take a survey of the diffi- 
culties and obstacles to be overcome. 


A very large proportion of the emigrants to the 
west, has hitherto been persons of no established 
religious character, who have located themselves 


either alone or in’ small communities, without any 
referénce to, and far removed from the means of 


religious instruction, either for themselves or 
their children, and it is but natural to expect, that 
being already indifferent, they wil soon become 
opposed to the introduction of the gospel. antong’ 
them. All moral restraints are removed, the Sab- 
bath is forgotten, or but remembered as a day of 
sensual indulgence. All sense of accountability 
to God is cast off, and men live and die in one re- 
speet, in a state of nature—but they are’ as much’ 
worse than in a state of nature as all the vices and: 
wickedness of -civilized society which they will 
retain and indulge withoat restraint, can- make’ 
them—without the spread of the gospel as rapid- 
ly as the, increase of population. This state of 
things must contiuue to increase and exert a re- 
flex influence upon society, until the number of 


the wicked and ungodly shall frightfuily exceed’ 


the pious. Then will alt manner of wickedness 
and blasphemy pervade the land in its length and 
breadth. Christians will be driven into @ corner ;: 
the Spirit of God aggrieved will take his depar- 
ture, and men will be given up to their’ own 
hearts lusts a prey. Astonishing as it may seem, 


‘and dreadful as such a result would’ be, there are 


among us those who are doing all in their power 
to bring it about more rapidly than it would other- 
wise take place. The wholesome influence of 
the Sabbath would be destroyed by the pseudo’ 
friends of liberty. The foundafion of sociéty, 


civil and religious would be broken up, and the’ 


fair edifice reared thereon, must give place to 
some baseless fabric of a vision, Which according 
to its projectors is fraught with every blessing 
that man can wish, but which is full of all sorts 


(of abomination and wickedness. 


Such precisely will be tlre resalt of fiuman na- 
ture unrestrained, and urged on by the Owens 
and Wrights of our country. Such dire calamity 
can only be averted by the fixed determined un- 
wavering — of Christians to obey at any 
expense the great command of our Saviour, to 
preach the gospel to all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem. 

‘Fhe importance of this valley in @ political and 
religious point of view, has not escapéd the atten. | 
tion of the powers of Europe, and especially the 
papal hierarchy, and thousands of foreign gold 
are anaually scattered among us to establish the 
authority of the Pope. Already have they six 
dioceses with their bishops, located at different 
commanding positions in the valley—Detroit on‘ 
the north, and New Orleans and Mobile at the 
south, with Bardstown, Cincinnati, and St. Louis 
ranging across the middle section. Belonging to 
these different dioceses, there #3 probably up- 
wards of 300 priests with a goodly number of 
those infamous Institutions called nunneries. 

The Catholics havé eritire possession of many 
portions of this fair territory, and begitt to’ feel 
themselves so strong in our country generally, 
that they are even now boasting of their expected 
superiority. Many of you have no doubt, seen a 
notice of the handbill circulated in New ¥ork 
previous to their recent election, calling upon 
€atholics to vote fora certain candidate, and hold- 
ing’ out the hope that they should possess the 
land. ‘Fhey do not stop to court the alliance of 
the enemy of religion, whenever they can hope to 
further their cause by doing so. And recently 
the editor of the Catholic Herald shamelessly 
avowed their hope to rest upon that spirit of the 
community which entombed the Sunday maif pe- 
tition—in other words, the spirit of infidelity. 

It is a subject of. conversation in’ the highest 
circles in Rome, how they shall secure predomi- 
nance in this country. They are not ignorant 
that ina few years the centre of power must be 
found in this great basin; and.as the power of the, 
Pope is on the wane in Europe, all eyes are tarn- 
ed to America, and especially, to the west, as the 
only spot on earth where they can hope to plant 
themselves with the expectation of averting their 
threatened destruction. Aind unless Protestants 
are awake and aroused to greatly increased exer- 
tion, their hope is not altogether vain—they will 
have the ascendency ; and then, farewell to the 
liberty, civil and religious of our country. And 
can any Protestant look upon the possibility of 
such aft event with calmness and unconcern? 
Who that has the slightest acquaintance with the 
enormities committed by the church: of Rome, and 
has any knowledge of therr principles in relation 
to civil government, at war with évery prititiple 
of republicanism, and knows any thing of her 
feeling towards Protestants, would wish to see 
this government administered by Catholics? To 
the mere politician then the subject is ote of tre- 
.mendous interest. fn the estimation of the Chris-

COLONEL GARDINER. 


In the life of Col. Gardiner written by Dr. 
Doddridge, there is an interesting narrative intro- 
daced for the purpose of setting forth the benevo- 
lent spirit of the Colonel. This narrative I trans- 
scribe for your columns, especially because it 
affords a lively illustration of the wide-spread 
happiness which one genuine act of benevolence 
may cause. 

Where persons standing in need of his charity, 
bappened, as they often did, to be persons of re- 
markably religious dispositions, it was easy to 
perceive that he not only loved but honoured 
them ; and really esteemed it an honour, which 
Providence conferred upon bim, that he should be 
made as it were the almoner of God, for the relief 
of such. : 

I cannot forbear relating a little story here, 
which when the Colonel himself heard it, gave 
him such exquisite pleasure, that I hope it will 
be acceptable to several of my readers. ‘There 
was in a village about three miles from North- 
ampton, and ina family which of all others near 
me was afterwards most indebted to him, (though 
he had never then seen any member of it) an aged 
and poor but eminently good woman, who had 
with great difficulty, in the exercise of much faith 
and patience, diligenee and humility, made shift 
to educate a large family of children, after the 
death of her husband, without being chargeable 
to the parish; which as it was quite beyond her 
hope, she often spoke of with great delight. At 
length, when worn out with age and infirmities, 
she lay upon her dying bed, she did in a most 
lively and affecting manner, express her hope and 
joy in the views of oe glory. Yet 
amidst all the trtumph. of such a prospect, there 
was one remaining care and distress which lay 
heavy on her mind: which was, that as her jour- 
ney, and her stock of provisions were both ended 
together, she feared that she must either be 
buried at the parish expense, or leave her most 
dutiful and affectionate daughters, the house, 
stripped of some of the few moveables, which 
remained in it, to perform the last office of duty 
to her, which she had reason to believe they 
would do. While she was combating with this 
only remaining anxiety, I happened, though I 
knew not the extremity of her illness, to come In, 
and to bring with me a guinea, which the gene- 
rous Colonel had sent by a special message, on 
hearing the character of the family, for its relief. 
A present like this, (probably the most considera- 
ble they had ever received in their lives) coming 
in this manner from an entire stranger, at such a 
crisis of time, threw my dying friend into a per- 
-fect transport of joy. She esteemed ita singular 
favour of Providence, sent to her in her last mo- 
ments, as a token of good, and greeted it as a 
special mark of that loving kindness of God, 
which should attend her for ever. She would 
therefore be raised up in her bed, that she might 
bless God for it upon her knees, and with her last 
breath pray for her kind and generous benefactor, 
and for him who had been the instrument of di- 
recting his bounty into this channel. After which, 
she soon expired, with such tranquility and sweet- 
ness as could not but most sensibly delight all 
who beheld her, and occasioued many who knew 
the circumstance, to glorify God on her behalf.

CARROTS. 
This is a root which has long been cultivated 
in gardens, yet few have learned their value. The 
remark made by some writer in the Farmer, that 
they were worth as much per bushel as oats for 
feeding horses, does not seem so extravagant to 
me now, as when I first read it. Although I have 
instituted no accurate experiment to ascertain their 
value as horse feed; this much 1 have learned, 
that horses are very fond of them, and my horses, 
which are very heavy horses, became fat on cut 
straw and three quarts of barley meal, with five 
or six carrots, for a daily allowance. When I 
corded my crop, I covered them with their tops, 
thinking to make them of some use, although no- 
thing will eat them. This was unfortunate, and 
came near being the ruin of the crop, as they fer- 
mented and rotted, and would have rotted the 
whole heap, had I not opened them early.  Al- 
though some of the upper courses were frozen, 
the frost does not injure them as much as other 
vegetables. For milch cows, working oxen, 
horses, hogs, and sheep, | know of nothing bet- 
ter than carrots. The seed does not always vege- 
tate, and they are rather a small affair when first 
up, but after they are op an inch or two, they may 
be cultivated with as little trouble as any root. 


Important Decision—Three Days’ Grace.—Many 
banks, both in this state and elsewhere, have Im- 
memorially followed the practice, in discounting 
notes, of charging interest for four days more 
than the time specified on the face of the instru- 
ment. This was done by allowing three days’ 
grace, and by counting both the day on which 
the note was drawn and that on which it fell 
dfie. In the case of McNeely, assignee of the 
state bank at Trenton, vs. the heirs of Drake, this 
point was raised by the counsel for the de- 
fendants; and the Supreme Court decided that 
the practice was an usurious one, and vitiated 
all contracts it entered into. In other words, 
that it is usury to estimate both the day of the 
date, and of the maturity, in discounting a note 
or bill. Another point raised by the counsel in 
the same case, says the Trenton Emporium, 
was, that the practice of taking discount out of 
notes drawn at ninety days, as though they were 
drawn at three moths, or one-fourth of a year 
was also usurious. Although no express opinion 
was given by the Court on this point, a sufficient 
intimation fell from two of the justices to put 
the community on their guard against following 
this custom. ‘The Court determined, in the case 
before them that the usury not having been be- 
tween the parties in Court, the verdict for the 
plaintiff must be sustained.— Newark Advirtiser. 


Seeing in the Dark.—It is recorded of the Em- 
peror Tiberius, that he could see in the dark: 
and M. Le Cat informs that there was at Parma, 
a young woman who could see at midnight as 
well as at noon. Persons shut up in dark pri- 
sons soon learn to distinguish the minutest ob- 
jects, the absence of light causing an expansion of 
the pupil of the eye. In the Journal des Savans 
for 1677, we find the case of a musician who 
had one of his eyes struck by a lute string re- 
bounding when it broke from being screwed too in- 
tensely. The eye inflamed, and the patient found 
to his astonishment, that with his disorder he 
had acquired the power of seeing in the dark, so 
as to be able to read. He could only see in the 
dark with the inflamed eye, and not with the 
other.—American Citizen, 


Bricks.—The Cincinnati Gazette notices seve- 
ral samples of bricks manufactured of dry clay 
in that city, and says the appearance of these 
bricks highly recommends them, and that the 
mechanics speak well of them. If the advan- 
tages promised should be realized, the Gazzette | 
supposes that this new plan-of making bricks 
will be among the greatest improvements of the 
age. |
